There was a sharp rise in the 
traffic death rate on Christmas, 
due largely to the heavier travel,

At least 160 persons wt*re kiUed 
in trait ic accidents in the last 24 
hour* of the long holiday. 
Snow, rain, sleet and cold cov­ 
ered broad areas of the nation. 
The number of traffic deaths 
compares with a record toU of 706 
for a four-day Christmas observ­ 
ance in 1956. The 706 toll also is 
a record high for any holiday pe­ 
riod. Trie lowest number of traf­ 
fic fatalities in a four-day Christ­ 
mas p* nod since World War ll 
w;is 535 in 1951. In last year’s 
three-day Christmas holiday, traf­ 
fic fatalities totaled 524.

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THE TESTS WE MISS 
One of tho problems of life in an increas­ 
ingly comfortable environment is that most 
of us are rarely subjected to physical test­ 
ing of the sort that encourages stoicism or 
develops endurance. In an abundant society, 
a shell of conveniences protects us from ex­ 
tremes of muscular exertion, either in short 
hursts or over long periods of time; we are 
sheltered from ever experiencing extreme 
cold or hunger. 
The general, and doubtless the sensible, 
reaction to this will he: That’s good! And so, 
on the whole, it is. No one in his right mind 
would advocate that we renounce the com­ 
forts of civilization and go back to the cold 
and hunger and frequent physical crises 
suffered by primitive man. 
It can be argued rather persuasively, 
however, that occasional testing of our 
powers of endurance — endurance of ex­ 
treme cold and heat, of hunger and thirst, 
of demands upon our last reserves of physi­ 
cal strength — would do much to keep us 
from going soft. Certainly it must he true 
that those who never experience such things 
are ill prepared should one of the rare 
genuine tests of endurance ever come. 
There is another point to tie made. This 
Is that such testing can bring a sense of 
satisfaction provided by nothing else. To 
hike a few miles in sub-zero weather when 
there Is no need to do so may seem ridicu- 


Red Troubles

UNITED NATIONS— (NEA)—D i p I o rn a t s 
from West and East have gazed into their crystal 
balls and decided that 1963 will be a year of "in­ 
ternational relaxation.” 
Even Cassandras among the U.N. delegates 
predict a Soviet diplomatic "soft sell” for the 
next 12 months. 
The reason? Nikita Khrushchev is so em­ 
broiled in his feud with Red China and Russia’s 
domestic diificultics that he is unlikely to re­ 
peat his Cuban adventure in a hurry. Not even 
in West Berlin. 
The free world can, of course, dangerously 
overstress the troubles in the Red camp. Com­ 
munism has not lost its zeal for world conquest. 
The Soviet premier has learned well his Mar.xist- 
Lennist lesson which calls for the destruction 
of the "capitalist” West. He will continue to 
preach that the future belongs to the Marxist- 
Lcninist utopia. 
But Khrushchev's words, in the view of spe­ 
cialists on communism, now carry less conviction 
even in the undeveloped nations of Asia. Africa 
and Latin America. Said an experienced Asian 
diplomat; 
"Forty-five years after the Rusian Revolution 
old Nikita is like a man running backwards with 
his face to the future.” 
One thing seems clear: the Red world is in 
a state of moral crisis largely due to Khrush­ 
chov’s feud with Red China’s Mao Tse-tung. 
But trouble threatens the Soviet premier from 
other quarters as well. Leading Soviet scientists, 
according to the Russian press, are turning their 
backs on arid Marxist materialism and are think­ 
ing in terms of a spiritual concept of the uni­ 
verse. In a Russia that has made a cult of god­ 
lessness. scientists are rediscovering God. 
Writers, artists and poets are beginning to 
criticize the Kremlin dictatorship, however cau­ 
tiously. Young Russians arp showing a spirit of 
nonconformism. They prefer the "degenerated 
culture” of the West, including American jazt. 
abstract paintings and beatnik beards, to the 
austerity of communism and the dullness of 
Marxit propaganda. 
Nationalism among Russia’s various ‘national 
republics,” especially those bordering on Red 
China, is on the rise; it represents a serious chal­ 
lenge to Muscovite domination. 
Four years ago Khrushchev promised to raise 
Russia's living standards to U. S. levels. But the 
Kremlin was recently compelled to admit offi­ 
cially that thousands of workers quit their tebs 
in Siberia in protest against sub-standard living 
conditions. This was tantamount to a strike by 
the Soviet proletariat against the Kremlin’s "cap­ 
italists.” 
The price of meat and blitter in Russia was 
increased last June by 30 per cent. On the top 
of it, Khrushchev’s much trumpeted promise to 
Russia’s Ivan to abolish all income taxes by 1965 
was suspended indefinitely. 
The Kremlin's rulers have spent billion* of 
dollars to send astronauts into space. But they 
are forced to collect scran metal, especially cop­ 
per. Moscow’s satiric weekly Krokodil recently 
printed a cartoon which shows bright-eyed boys 
and girls triumphantly carrying a passenger car. 
complete with driver, toward a scrap collecting 
point. 
Premier Khrushchev's bitter attacks on the 
prosperous West European Common Market as 
an "imperialist capitalist monopoly" highlights a 
little understood but crucial aspect of the world 
situation. Behind these political attacks there is 
the tact that Russia desperately needs it* sources 
of supply in these Western nations. 
The Soviet premier is undoubtedly working 
hard to bring the disarray in the Red world un­ 
der control But it is much easier to crush free­ 
dom fighters in Hungary or strikers in Siberia 
than to stop a spreading moral malaise. Atomic 
missiles and tanks are of no use here. 
Khrushchev thus needs a breathing spell to

the 
rheumatoid factor found in the blood of patients 
with rheumatoid arthritis. Since there is some 
evidence that rheumatoid arthritis may be the 
result of some form of hypersensitivity, close co­ 
operation with the Institute of Ailegry is main­ 
tained. 
The National Cancer Institute is Investigating 
the effects of radiation and various drugs and hor­ 
mones on cancerous cells. Tests are boing devised 
for the recognition of cancer

stages, when there is a better chance for cure. 
The National Institute of Mental Health is 
searching for a better understanding of the causes 
of mental disease and such emotional and be­ 
havioral disturbances as juvenile delinquency, 
alcoholism, and drug addiction.

WASHINGTON—Eleven hun­ 
dred Cubans have been saved 
from execution. And $62 million 
worth of goods to ransom them 
is perhaps a cheap price to pay 
for the blunder by the United 
States Government that caused 
those same Cubans to be cap­ 
tured and imprisoned.

The study would need to 
be finished in approximately six 
months so that if a referendum 
is necessary notice can be given 
the town’s people in time for 
the 
vote on election day 
in 
November. The committee can 
obtain its information from state 
regulations governing the action, 
Association of Towns, and from 
neighboring towns with the first 
class set-up. 
It wa also suggested that the 
need was imperative in case New 
Paltz is, in the future, forced to 
become a first class town, for in 
so doing, the justices do not 
serve on the l»ard with the 
supervisor and the councilmen, 
and the need for two more coun­ 
cilmen and a more professional 
staff of officers is required for 
a board. 
Supervisor Savago is planning 
to appoint a committee the first 
of the year which will include 
some members of the present 
board.
